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RAINBOW STAGE-A HISTORY 


1954 _ 1974 


In the late '40s and early '50s, a small but dedicated group of individuals 
envisioned development of an outdoor summer theatre facility to 
showcase local amateur, semi-professional and professional talent. The 
plan was endorsed by the Civic Music League and formalized in a Brief 
to City Council and the Board of Parks and Recreation, which urged 
serious consideration be given to the establishment of a Municipal 
outdoor theatre. The year was 1950. That Spring, the famous '50 flood 
carried away, among other things, the old bandstand in Kildonan Park. A 
new site was selected, in the shelter of huge oaks and elms, to provide a 
sylvan setting for an outdoor theatre and, with the approval of City 
Council, the sum of $15,000 was made available to the Board of Parks 
and Recreation from Park Reserve Funds, to get the project underway. 
The Civic Music League and the Junior Chamber of Commerce raised an 
additional sum of $6,000 through public appeal and the Provincial Flood 
Fund provided $2,000 in compensation for the loss of the bandstand. 

Following a study by a special committee, assisted by Prof. J.A. Russell 
and Mr. E. Thrift, an original and unique plan was prepared by 
Architects Smith, Carter, Katelnikoff. Construction began late in 1951. 
The stage set in a natural amphitheatre, was completed in 1952 by 
Ducharme-Hamilton Contractors, with further funds provided from the 
Parks Levy, work was undertaken on the amphitheatre in 1953. The 
paved “pit area was used for two square dance jamborees and the first 
concert was given by the touring Kitsilino Boys' Band on September 22, 
1953. Completion of the facility was undertaken during the Spring and 
Summer of 1954, with construction of pergola wings, fixing of seats and 
complementary landscaping. On July 7, 1954, the official opening of 
Rainbow Stage Theatre was marked with a concert, co-ordinated by 
James Duncan and featuring such prominent Winnipeg performers as 
Bill Walker, Len Andree, Eric Wilde, Maxine Ware and Ethel Lowe. The 
services of all artists were provided gratis and the proceeds of the Con¬ 
cert directed to the Rainbow Stage Fund, to assist in financing ad¬ 
ditional construction. 

The terms of reference of Winnipeg's Municipal Summer Theatre, as set 
out by the Winnipeg Board of Parks and Recreation, were “...to make 
available facilities for the production, staging and holding of outdoor 
shows, concerts, musicals... for the purpose of contributing to the 
dramatic, musical and artistic standards of Winnipeg and District., to 
provide further opportunities for the development and expression of 
local talent and., to provide ah additional summer attraction of interest 
to visitors." The summer of 1954 saw nineteen performances given to an 
audience of 19,384 and in 1955, thirty-three performances were played 
to an audience of 40,277. 

With the completion of stage wings, improvements to seating and the 
addition of lighting facilities in the Spring of 1956, the Winnipeg 


Summer Theatre Association, founded in February 1956, to administer 
the activities of the theatre, produced its first season of four musical 
comedies - ANNIE GET YOUR GUN, WIZARD OF OZ, OUR TOWN and 
KISS ME KATE. During the next ten seasons, the WSTA produced an 
annual summer playbill. Somewhere in the early part of the '60s 
however, there was a departure from the original concept and by the end 
of 1965, plagued by a host of tribulations, the WSTA had amassed a 
deficit of $95,000 and was virtually bankrupt. 

To prevent the complete collapse of summer theatre and to ensure the 
perpetuation of Rainbow Stage as a “showcase for local talent", a new 
company was formed by a nucleus of responsible, community-oriented 
business leaders. This new, non-profit organization, Rainbow Stage Inc., 
was chartered in June 1966. Fresh management, a revised formula of 
lower admissions (to make Rainbow available to all, regardless of 
financial means), production of two top calibre shows per season with 
extended runs, scheduling of Sunday performances and re-emphasizing 
local talent - paid handsome dividends for the re-vitalized theatre. 
Nonetheless, and despite the enthusiasm, dedication and growth of 
audiences, it remained apparent that of all the elements, rain remained 
Rainbow's greatest nemesis. This factor alone prompted the Board of 
Directors to initiate intensive feasibility studies directed towards 
determining a means by which the theatre might be protected from 
inclement weather. Following several years of planning and negotiation 
and, with the support of the Provincial Government, the Metropolitan 
Corporation of Greater Winnipeg, the Rotary Clubs of Greater Winnipeg, 
the Corporate Community and public-at-large, a half-hemispnere 
triodetic dome was constructed and completed mid-way through the 
1970 season - the first Phase of a projected three Phase reconstruction 
program. For the first time in the Theatre's history, performances could 
be guaranteed and the results of the “roof's" impact on the public 
attested to by the total 1970 seasonal audience figure of 81,942, which 
exceeded any previous year. 

This year, in recognition of the 20th Anniversary of the Rainbow Stage 
Facility and the Centennary of The City of Winnipeg, the Board of 
Directors, Rainbow Stage Inc. urged and received agreement from the 
City of Winnipeg Council for the completion of Phases II and III - the 
new design for the reconstruction of the amphitheatre, its attendent 
concession, washroom and seating facilities, renovation and im¬ 
provements to the stage and productions areas - with construction 
scheduled to commence this Fall. 

It is to be hoped that renovation to and refurbishment of the Theatre, 
will provide Winnipeggers, Manitobans and their visitors, with an 
exciting, unique facility which will continue to be a source of pride to all 
and a major contributor to the Cultural environment of our City. 
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MANAGING DIRECTOR AND PRODUCER 

JACK SHAPIRA has been associated with Rainbow Stage, as a member of the Board of 
Directors and Executive for twelve years, the last nine of which his name has become 
synonymous with the growing artistic excellence and successful fiscal management of 
Canada's largest professional outdoor theatre. Since assuming the dual roles of Managing 
Director and Producer in 1966, Mr. Shapira has contributed his Artistic and Executive 
abilities to the development of a truly community-oriented, community-involved per¬ 
forming arts enterprise. 

One of this City's native sons, he has, throughout a professional career spanning some 
twenty-nine years, proven that it's possible to be a success in your own home town. His 
varied talents have provided a basis for his involvements as a broadcaster, "big band 
leader", writer, producer and performer on both CBC Radio and Television networks, foun¬ 
ding owner of Radio CJQM (CFRW), open-line host (CJOB's Action Line), "talk-show" 
moderator (CBWT's The Jack Shapira Show), tour director for the Metropolitan Opera's 
Canadian tour and Executive Secretary and later President of the Winnipeg Musicians' 
Association. 

Mr. Shapira's activities in community affairs have included a ten year term as a director of 
the Manitoba Centennial Corporation (and later the Manitoba Centennial Centre Cor¬ 
poration), the Tourist and Convention Association of Manitoba, Sales and Ad Club of Win¬ 
nipeg and the Big Brothers Association of Greater Winnipeg, Inc. as Executive Vice- 
President. 




































RESIDENT DIRECTOR/CHOREOCRAPHER 

WALTER BURGESS celebrates his eighth season with Rainbow Stage. As choreographer for 
SOUND OF MUSIC, FUNNY GIRL, WIZARD OF OZ, HELLO DOLLY, PETER PAN and FID¬ 
DLER ON THE ROOF, Mr. Burgess provided Rainbow audiences with a series of exciting 
stage experiences. In 1972, he was appointed Resident Director/Choreographer which gave 
added scope to his enormous talent and produced the memorable, CINDERELLA, MAME, 
WHERE'S CHARLEY? and ANNIE GET YOUR GUN. 


Mr. Burgess' professional career was spawned with Vancouver's “Theatre Under The Stars". 
He later toured Europe with London's Festival Ballet and performed in the U.S. with road 
companies of HIGH BUTTON SHOES, GENTLEMEN PREFER BLONDS and MISS LIBERTY. 
His Canadian credits include the choreography and staging for SWEET CHARITY, THE 
NOEL COWARD REVUE, I DO, I DO (Neptune Theatre, Halifax, B.O.A.C.'s Cross-Canada 
tour of NON-STOP BRITAIN and numerous assignments for CBC Toronto National Network 
presentations. In addition, Mr. Burgess has regularly worked with Bastion Theatre, Victoria, 
for the past number of seasons; his most recent production being A FUNNY THING HAP¬ 
PENED ON THE WAY TO THE FORUM, as well as direction of an original Canadian script, 
NOTTINGHAM FAIR, for Children's Theatre, Museum Theatre, Toronto. 
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MUSIC CO-ORDINATOR 

GLEN HARRISON joined Rainbow Stage as a Chorus member in ANNIE GET YOUR GUN, 
WIZARD OF OZ and OUR TOWN, acting as Chorus Master for these three productions and 
KISS ME KATE as wen. The year was 1956 and the first season of outdoor musical theatre 
for the Winnipeg Summer Theatre Association. In the intervening eighteen seasons Mr. 
Harrison has been associated with the Theatre as a performer, Chorus Master and for the 
past seven years, as Resident Musical Director and Musical Co-Ordinator. 


A well-known and respected member of both the Music and Education community of Win¬ 
nipeg, Mr Harrison was, for twelve years, Director of Music Education for the Seven Oaks 
School Division. In addition he has served as Director of Intermediate School Broadcasts 
for Western Canada, has lectured in Music Education, University of Manitoba, has been in¬ 
volved as a Festival Adjudicator, co-authored a music text for Junior High Schools and is 
Choirmaster at Westminister United Church. 


In the Spring of 1972, Mr. Harrison completed a series of courses in Music Education and 
Opera, Georgia State University and in October 1973 received his Masters Degree in 
Education. 


Mr. Harrison presently holds the position of Supervisor of School Broadcasts, Department 
of Education, for the Province of Manitoba.

A native of Winnipeg, Mr. Jandrisch received his B.A. while working nights as a nightclub 
musician, adding a C I S degree to his credits in 1972. Beginning his music studies at age 
six, as an accomplished accordianist he enjoyed an active career of nightclub "dates”, 
recording sessions and CBC appearances, as well as performing with the University Glee 
Club, M.T.C. and Rainbow Stage. Somewhere along the way, piano and electric organ were 
added as secondary instruments and piano is now Mr. Jandrisch's primary instrument. As 
one of Winnipeg's finest jazz pianists, he maintains a busy schedule as a performer and, as 
a composer-arranger, has been responsible for numerous original compositions for the 
Canadian inserts seen on SESAME STREET, has written the original score for the T V. 
Drama "MURPEfY'S CAMP” and arranged for CKY-TV's Jazz Special with Jack Sheldon Mr. 
Jandrisch's most recent television work has been two series for C.B.C. - APPLAUSE, AP¬ 
PLAUSE and INSIDE CANADA

SET DESIGNER 

JACK KING is by now a familiar name to Rainbow Stage audiences, having designed the 
settings forCINDERELLA in 1972 and WHERE'S CHARLEY? in 1973. This season, in addition 
to creating the beautiful settings you will see during tonight's performance of SOUND OF 
MUSIC, Mr. King has undertaken to contribute his talents as a Scenic Artist executing the 
primary painting of sets personally. 

In this capacity, he has provided our painting apprentices with an excellent teacher and the 
opportunity to work under his professional guidance. 

Mr. King took his apprenticeship with the Stratford Festival's production Department 
following his decision to leave the teaching profession. Working his way up from properties 
construction to the position of Scenic Artist and eventually design itself, Mr. King has 
designed for the National Ballet, The Royal Conservatory of Music (Toronto), Theatre Lon¬ 
don (some 40 productions) and was co-designer to Leslie Hurry at the Stratford Festival for 
eight years. In 1965 Mr. King received the Tyrone Guthrie Award which enabled him to 
travel and in 1969, a Canada Council Travel Grant to study painting in Europe. 

A prolific artist, in April of this year Mr. King completed a mural for the Museum of Man in 
Ottawa, on the theme "how man has governed himself through the ages" as well as having 
re-designed PERICLES for the 1974 Stratford Festival season. 



COSTUME DESIGNER 


TARAS KOROL's name initially appeared on a Rainbow Stage Program in 1956, the first full 
season of musical comedy presented at the Theatre. In his usual multi-talented fashion, Mr. 
Korol was Scenic Designer for ANNIE GET YOUR GUN and performed as the "Witch of the 
West" in WIZARD OF OZ and "Prof. Willard" in OUR TOWN Since then, he has become 
an integral part of Rainbow Stage, contributing his exceptional talent and artistic flair on an 
annual basis. 

Mr. Korol's distinctive and imaginative designs have been seen in MY FAIR LADY, OLIVER, 
CARNIVAL, FUNNY GIRL, HELLO DOLLY, PETER PAN, CINDERELLA, MAME and ANNIE 
GET YOUR GUN. 

During his lengthy and still active career, Mr. Korol has designed for the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet and Manitoba Theatre Centre, as well as being an always willing contributor of his 
talents to local amateur endeavours. 

As a teacher in the Winnipeg School Division, he has long been recognized for his work with 
and encouragement of, especially talented students, many of whom have become Rainbow 
Stage's most dedicated performers, staff members and apprentices. 

More often than not an unsung hero of the Winnipeg performing arts community, Rainbow 
Stage considers itself particularly privileged to call Mr. Korol "one of our own". 
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LIGHTING DESIGNER 


JOHN STAMMERS waited in the wings for six years, as an interested observer and con¬ 
sultant, prior to assuming his first ''official'' assignment as Lighting Designer for our 1973 
season. 

A Hamiltonian by birth and a Manitoban by choice, Mr Stammers received his theatre 
education at Hart House Theatre, University of Toronto. His early experience included 
positions with Red Barn Theatre, Stratford Festival and Toronto Children's Theatre. Locally, 
Mr. Stammers spent six years as Technical and Lighting Director for the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet, where he designed for over twelve new ballets, including the acclaimed BALLET 
HIGH During this period he toured the U.S., Europe and Russia as well Now a "free¬ 
lancer", Mr. Stammers completed the Lighting Design for the opening of the 3,200 seat 
Hamilton Place Auditorium last Fall and this past season designed for James Reaney's 
STICKS & STONES produced by Tarragon Theatre, Toronto, COLOR THE FLESH, at the St. 
Laurence Centre, Toronto, Contemporary Dancers and Tarragon Theatre's appearance at 
MTC's Warehouse.

RAINBOW SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM 


The Allyn A. Rossen - James Duncan Memorial Scholarships 

In the Fall of 1972, the Board of Directors, Rainbow Stage Inc., 
established a Scholarship Program in keeping with the Theatre's 
principal aim — to discover, encourage and develop local talent. 

The special fund, reserved for the express purpose of providing financial 
assistance to promising young talent, is disbursed annually in memory 
of the late Allyn A. Rossen and James Duncan, both of whom were 
dedicated to the concept of a community theatre and the en¬ 
couragement of young Manitobans. 

Mr. Duncan, a prominent figure in Greater Winnipeg music circles, was 
a founding member of the Winnipeg Summer Theatre Association, its 
first producer and a major contributor to the Theatre's early artistic 
growth. His keen interest in the young people of Manitoba was evident 
in all segments of his daily life. Mr. Rossen served as a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Winnipeg Summer Theatre association and 
with the demise of this predecessor-organization, was one of the six 
local businessmen who spear-headed efforts to revitalize our 
Community Theatre and return it to its original concept as a showcase 
for local talent. As Executive Vice-President of Rainbow Stage Inc., from 
1966 until his untimely death in 1968, his personal dedication was 
instrumental to the realization of this goal. 

The annual competition is open to members of the two Rainbow Stage 
companies interested in pursuing their training and studies wither local¬ 
ly, or elsewhere in Canada. In September of each year, a Scholarship 
Committee, comprised of our Producer, Resident Director, Musical Co¬ 
ordinator, Chorus Master, Administrative Director and member of 
Actors' Equity who has performed with us during the season, meet to 
review all applications submitted. Selection of recipients is made in four 
categories - ACTING, VOICE, DANCE and TECHNICAL ARTS.

In association with Rainbow Stage Theatre 


The Manitoba School for Theatre and Allied Arts was established in 
April, 1973, with the assistance of The Manitoba Arts Council and in 
association with Rainbow Stage Inc. Based on the premise that known 
talent must be trained and encouraged, untapped talent discovered and 
developed, those associated with the MSTAA undertook the initial 
"pilot" year as the foundation-laying period for a five year concept 
culminating in the establishment of an accredited, full-time Arts 
institution. 

Two eleven week terms were operative between October 1973 and April 
1974. Total enrolment for the year, was seventy two during first term and 
62 during the second term, the largest class represented by the open-age 
experienced students (18 and under) instruction was provided in four 
major disciplines — Acting Arts, Movement, Speech and Voice. The 
success of our first year was attested to by the enthusiasm and 
dedication of Faculty and Students and the excellent presentation of 
skills acquired throughout the year, witnessed on three Presentation 
Evenings arranged for an invited audience. 

The Manitoba School for Theatre & Allied Arts resumes classes for the 
19/4-75 term in September. The Chairman and School Board take this 
opportunity to extend their appreciation to the Manitoba Arts Council, 
for their continuing support in the coming year, The Winnipeg 
Foundation for their assistance by way of a Special Grant and The 
Manitoba Drama League, who have directed their reserve funds to the 
MSTAA in recognition of the School's efforts towards the development 
of Theatre in Manitoba.
